Another  Topical  Essay-Proof  Study 

By  GLENN  E.  JACKSON 

During  the  American  Numismatic  Association  convention  at  Los  Angeles  in  1975, 
I spoke  vcith  Dean  Oakes  about  achieving  completeness  in  an  exhibit.  I suggested 
that  it  would  be  easy  to  prepare  a complete  topical  exhibit  of  horse  car  trans- 
portation on  United  States  currency  because  the  only  example  is  Louis  Delnoce’s  vignette 
“The  Capitol”  which  appears  on  the  face  of  the  two-dollar  Legal  Tender  Notes  (1869 
through  1917  series).  Prior  to  the  development  of  the  electric  trolley  the  horse  car  was 
the  chief  means  of  public  transportation  in  the  major  cities,  and  Washington,  D.  C.  was 
no  exception. 

However,  in  addition  to  the  horse  car’s  appearance  on  U.  S.  currency,  one  can  find 
similar  designs  on  broken  bank  notes,  foreign  paper  money,  U.  S.  tax  paid  revenue  stamps, 
U.  S.  Senate  Chamber  passes,  early  stationery.  Civil  War  patriotic  envelopes,  bank 
checks,  horse  car  tickets  and  even  U.  S.  postage  stamps.  There  may  be  other  sources  of 
which  I am  not  aware  at  the  moment.  Our  readers  may  know  of  them. 

First,  let  us  consider  the  two-dollar  note.  In  1868,  Spencer  Clark  at  the  Treasury 
was  very  busy,  and  among  other  things  he  was  trying  to  get  out  a new  series  of  Legal 
Tender  Notes.  These  notes  had  to  be  counterfeit-proof,  beautiful,  durable  and  distinctive, 
so  naturally  the  Capitol  building  as  the  central  vignette  on  the  face  of  the  denominations 
seemed  a logical  choice. 

Louis  Delnoce  of  Morrisiania,  Westchester  County,  New  York,  was  a talented 
engraver  whose  services  Clark  engaged  on  a piecework  basis.  Clark  sent  Delnoce  a 
photograph  of  the  Capitol  in  the  exact  size  of  the  desired  vignette.  The  Capitol,  a busy 
place,  was  alive  with  traffic,  including  a horse  car  line.  Travel  in  1868  took  much  more 
time  than  it  does  today,  so  it  is  probable  that  Mr.  Delnoce  had  never  seen  the  great 
building  and  the  transportation  network.

On  January  22,  1868,  Delnoce  mailed  Clark  a proof  of  his  Capitol  vignette.  Mr. 
Clark  replied  to  the  engraver  in  the  following  letter  dated  February  i,  1868: 

Sir, 


A press  of  business  has  prevented  earlier  reply  to  yours  of  the  22d  Ult ; 

Your  price  for  the  Bill  Back  is  satisfactory  if  it  is  done  in  your  best  style.  The  Eagle  & some  of 

the  other  work  should  be  cut.  though  the  most  of  it  can  be  etched.  I will  decide  about  the  space  1 want 

for  a border,  and  send  you  the  exact  dimensions  early  in  the  week. 

Your  proof  of  the  Capitol  is  received.  The  ZLork,  except  in  some  minor  details,  is  satisfactory. 

The  horses  fore  legs,  particularly  the  white  one,  in  the  fore  ground,  arc  all  broken-knee'd.  These 

I think  you  can  readily  mend,  on  examination. 

But  you  have  been  led  into  errors  in  the  drawing — doubtless  by  the  obscurity  of  the — photograph — 
which  embarrass  me  very  much  for  I do  not  well  sec  how  they  arc  to  be  corrected,  I should  scarcely 
dare  use  it  as  it  is.  In  reality  the  Capitol  is  placed  on  an  eminence — or  a hill.  The  only  flat  surface 

is  to  the  East,  i.e.  the  way  the  building  faces,  or  the  left  hand  lower  corner  as  you  look  at  the  proof.

The  U.S.  Internal  Revenue  stamp  design  for  special  tax  on  the  “Business 
of  Wholesaler  Dealer  in  Malt  Liquors”.  The  vignette  of  the  Capitol 
with  horse  car  tracks  and  tiny  horse  car  shows  a building  at  upper  left 
and  several  low  structures  at  the  lower  right  foreground.

On  all  the  other  three  sides  there  is  a sharp  declivity — particularly  at  the  West  side,  and  a part  of  the 
North.  From  the  N.  W.  corner  (right  hand  back  ground  as  you  look  at  the  proof)  it  is.  terra&ed,  'and 

goes  down  abruptly,  at  an  angle  of  about  45° — and  this  terrace  tapers  out  about  where  the  group  of 

figures  stand  on  the  left  hand  of  the  picture.  So  on  the  South  Side  it  is  also  terraced  off.  Where  the 
car  is,  the  road  is  graded,  but  it  is  still  a steep  hill,  and  the  car  now  stands  flat — the  rear  part  should, 
of  course,  be  much  lower  than  the  forward  part.  There  can  no  foliage  be  seen  on  the  right  (as  you 

look)  nor  indeed  on  the  left — but  the  latter  is  less  objectionable. 

As  the  picture  now  is  it  looks  as  if  the  building  stood  in  a prarie  (sic). 

Can  this  be  remeded  ? (sic)

Evidently  the  corrections  were  made  to  Mr.  Clark’s  satisfaction  and  Delnoce’s 
beautiful  vignette  appeared  on  the  two-dollar  Legal  lender  Notes  beginning  with  the 
1869  series.

HORSE  CARS  AND  THE  BUREAU 

Horse  car  fares  as  evidenced  by  the  tickets  shown  here  were  an  area  of  concern 
in  later  years  for  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing,  Claude  Johnson, 
as  demonstrated  by  his  letter  of  January  28,  1895,  to  the  Chairman  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  Committee  of  the  U.  S.  Senate,  as  follows: 


Hon.  Isham  G.  Harris, 

Chairman,  Cnmm’ee.,  District  of  Columbia 
U.S.  Senate, 

Sir:  — 

Referring  to  the  resolution  of  the  Senate  directing  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia 

to  inform  Congress  what  arrangements,  if  any,  have  been  made  betw'een  the  several  railroad  companies 
of  the  District  in  regard  to  transfers,  and  to  the  statement  of  the  president  of  the  Washington  & George- 
town Railway  Co.,  as  published  in  the  newspapers,  that  the  Belt  Line  Co.,  the  only  one  connecting  with 
his  road,  had  not  asked  to  make  transfer  arrangements,  I beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  imperative 
need  of  such  arrangements  between  these  and  other  roads  to  relieve  the  employees  of  this  Bureau  from 

the  hardship  of  paying  an  additional  fare  each  way  for  riding  a very  short  distance  on  the  Belt  Line  Road. 

The  location  of  the  building  of  this  Bureau  is  remote  from  the  principal  lines  of  street  cars,  being 
about  thrce-(iuarters  of  a mile  from  the  Washington  & Georgetown  road  and  nearly  a mile  from  the 
Metropolitan  Road.  The  greater  number  of  the  employees  of  this  Bureau  live  near  the  Lines  of  these 
two  roads,  and.  in  going  to  and  from  the  building,  they  are  compelled  to  pay  a fare  upon  one  of  them 
and  also  upon  the  Belt  Line  road  which  passes  the  Bureau  building.  There  are  1414  persons  employed 
in  the  Bureau,  807  of  whom  are  women.  Of  these  women  about  440  receive  $1.25  a day  or  less,  and 
very  few  of  the  remainder  receive  more  than  $2  a day.  The  duties  of  the  larger  number  of  them 

require  their  standing  all  day.  It  therefore  seems  a great  hardship  to  require  these  women  who  are 

so  poorly  paid  and  whose  work  is  so  laborious  to  either  walk  in  all  kinds  of  weather  a distance  of 
nearly  one  mile  each  way  daily,  or  to  pay  from  their  scanty  earnings  two  additional  fares  daily  to  the 
rich  railroad  companies  of  this  city.  This  hardship  is  possibly  the  harder  to  bear  by  the  employees  when 
they  remember  that  Congress  is  responsible  for  the  location  of  this  building  at  a point  so  remote  from 
the  business  center  of  the  city.  By  Act  approved  June  20,  1878,  making  appropriations  for  a new 
building  for  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing,  it  was  specifically  reciuired  to  be  located  on  Square 
231,  at  the  intersection  of  Fourteenth  and  B Streets  south.  This  responsibility  was  acknowledged  by 
Congress  and  the  justice  of  some  provision  by  which  the  employees  could  reach  the  building  and  their 
homes  at  reduced  expenditure  for  car  fare  was  recognized  in  the  Act  approved  March  3,  1881,  amending 
the  charter  of  the  Belt  Line  Railway  Company,  Section  3 of  which  provided  that  the  fare  between  the 
Bureau  of  Engraving  and  ITinting  and  the  nearest  junction  with  any  intersecting  road  should  be  two 
cents.  This  provision  of  law  was  in  force  for  a number  of  years  and  the  employees  of  this  Bureau  availed 
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themselves  of  the  advantage  of  it  until  the  Belt  Line  Railway  company  succeeded  in  having  it  repealed 

when  it  obtained  the  right  to  run  its  cars  through  B Street  south  from  Fourteen  Street  to  Twelfth 

Street  by  Act  of  August  9,  1888,  since  which  time  the  employees  have  been  required  to  pay  full  fare 
on  the  Belt  Line  road  from  Pennsylvania  Avenue  to  B Strecit  south,  which  necessarily  causes  them  to 

pay  double  fare. 

In  October,  1893,  1 addressed  letters  to  tbe  president  of  the  Washington  & Georgetown  Co.  and 

to  the  president  of  the  Belt  Line  Company,  calling  their  attention  to  this  condition  of  affairs,  and  appealing 
to  them,  on  the  grounds  herein  stated,  to  make  some  arrangement  between  themselves  by  which  the 
employees  could  be  transferred  to  and  from  their  respective  roads.  The  president  of  the  Belt  Line  Com- 
pany, in  his  reply,  expressed  his  entire  willingness  to  enter  into  such  arrangement,  but  the  president  of 
the  Washington  & Georgetown!  Company  positively  declined  to  do  so.  When  the  legislation  relating  to 
transfers  was  enacted  at  the  last  session  of  Congress  it  was  hoped  that  it  would  bring  about  the  desired 
arrangement  between  these  roads,  but  the  indications  are  that  no  steps  will  be  taken  by  the  roads 
unless  specifically  required  to  do  so  by  Congress.  It  therefore  becomes  necessary  that  Congress  should 
act  in  the  matter,  and  while  the  subject  is  under  consideration,  the  legislation  should  be  made  as  beneficial 
as  possible,  and  the  Metropolitan  Road  should  be  included  in  the  reciprocal  transfer  arrangement  so  that 
the  employees  living  along  its  line  eastward  toward  Capitol  Hill  and  westward  toward  Georgetown  may 
obtain  the  benefits  of  it. 

I trust  that  the  justice  of  this  case  will  commend  itself  to  your  consideration,  and  that  you  will 
take  early  action  towards  the  relief  of  this  very  meritorious  body  of  Government  employees.

By  February,  1895,  the  chairmanship  of  the  Senate  Committee  had  changed  and  Mr. 
Johnson  wasted  no  time  in  alerting  the  new  man  of  the  fare  problem  in  a telegram  of 
February  7,  1895 : 


Hon.  John  T.  Heard, 

Chairman,  Committee  on  District  of  Columbia. 

Referring  to  subject  of  reciprocal  transfers  between  the  street  railways  of  Washington,  I beg  to 
recjuest  that  you  will  please  see  that  the  amendment  of  the  Committee  Is  so  worded  as  to  make  the 
transfers  at  Fourteenth  Street  and  Pennsylvania  Avenue  and  at  Eleventh  and  F Streets,  which  wull  be 
generally  availed  of  by  the  employees  of  the  Bureau,  either  free  or  not  exceeding  a charge  of  one 
cent.  By  so  doing  you  will  earn  the  gratitude  of  a large  number  of  people  of  limited  means.

By  February  20th,  the  transfer  still  not  a reality,  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  sent  the 
following  letter  to  Mr.  Schoepf,  the  vice-president  of  the  Belt  Line:

Dear  sir: — 

As  it  is  my  understanding  that  the  arrangement  entered  into  by  the  different  street  railway  companies 
relative  to  reciprocal  transfers  is  to  prevail,  I beg  to  request  that  you  will  use  every  effort  to  hasten 
the  establishment  of  the  transfer  system  between  the  Belt  Line  Road  and  the  Washington  & Georgetown 
Road,  so  that  the  employees  of  this  Bureau  may  avail  themselves  of  its  advantages  as  soon  as  possible.

.Essays 


(The  following  study  first  appeared  in  The  Baltimore  Philatelist  of  February,  1978, 
quarterly  journal  of  the  Baltimore  Philatelic  Society,  Inc.  and  is  reprinted  here  by 
permission  of  K.  V.  Illyefalvi,  editor.) 


The  Essay-Proof  Journal  is  publishing  ^ Falk  Finkelburg’s  updated  revision  of 
Clarance  Brazer’s  1941  Essays  for  U.  S.  Adhesive  Postage  Stamps.  This  is  there- 
fore a good  time  for  an  updated  review  of  the  essays  of  the  1912-13  Parcel  Post 
Issue.  This  article  supplements  Brazer’s  findings,  and  describes  several  essays  that  ap- 
parently have  not  been  recorded  up  to^now;  perhaps  its  publication  will  bring  others  to 
light. 

Study  of  the  Parcel  Post  essays  is  intriguing  because  of  the  variety  of  designs  that 
were  tried  and  rejected  before  the  scheme  became  final.  No  fewer  than  four  designs 
were  essayed  for  the  5c  value;  three  for  the  50c;  and  two  each  for  the  2c,  3c,  loc,  20c 
and  $1.  The  final  design  of  the  2c  stamp  had  been  essayed  for  the  5c  value;  and  that 
of  the  4c  had  been  essayed  for  the  loc;  that  of  the  loc  for  the  2c;  and  that  of  the  25c 

for  both  the  50c  and  $i  values.-  As  finally  resolved,  the  12  designs  form  an  orderly 

arrangement,  with  the  first  four  values  showing  postal  personnel  at  work,  the  middle 
four  depicting  methods  of  postal  transportation  (with  a prophetic  vision  on  the  20c 

“AEROPLANE  CARRYING  MAIL”),  and  the  final  four  epitomizing  U.  S.  industry 
and  agriculture. 

Brazer’s  1941  volume  describes  20  essays  for  this  set  of  stamps.  The  1943  “Third 
Addenda”  ^ describes  five  more,  making  a total  of  25  recorded  by  Brazer.  The  primary 
purpose  of  this  article  is  to  document  the  existence  of  three  additional  essays,  not 

listed  by  Brazer.  In  the  process,  the  w'riter  has  examined  all  but  two  of  Brazer’s 
25  essays.  They  need  no  discussion  here,  except  for  some  comment  regarding  the  two 
not  seen  by  this  writer.  All  25  are,  of  course  included  in  a suggested  revised  list  of  28 
which  the  writer  is  submitting  to  Mr.  Finkelburg. 

Brazer  illustrates  24  of  his  25  essays;  no  reproduction  of  the  engraved  preliminary 
design  of  the  $i  “FRUIT  GROWING”  stamp  is  known  to  this  writer.  Brazer’s  24 
illustrations  are  adequate  except  for  that  of  the  20c  (Q8E-A),  discussed  below. 

There  also  exist  essays — or  proofs — of  vignettes  of  this  issue,  without  the  frame. 
The  writer  has  examined  carmine  engraved  vignettes  of  the  5c  “IMAIL  TRAIN”  and 
75c  “HARVESTING”  designs.  These  might  be  taken  for  “hybrid  proofs”,  but  on  close 
study  they  appear  to  be  large  die  proofs  about  112  x83  mm.  on  thick  wove  paper,  from 
which  the  frame  and  numerals  have  been  skillfully  excised  and  the  remainder  mounted 
on  medium-weight  white  cardboard  about  203  x152  mm.  Confessing  uncertainty,  the 
writer  suggests  that  these  items  are  classifiable  as  “altered  proofs”,  rather  than  essays 
within  the  scope  of  this  article. 

Most  of  the  essays  listed  in  Brazer  are  photographs  of  wash  drawings,  mounted  on 

thick  dark  gray  cards  on  which  is  hand  lettered  “Approved  1912  

Postmaster  General”,  with  spaces  for  month,  day  numeral  and  signature.  Brazer’s 
descriptions  would  be  improved  by  showing  that  the  material  inserted  in  the  spaces  on 
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most  of  the  cards,  including  the  name  of  the  Postmaster  General,  is  in  fact  holographic. 
In  addition,  Brazer’s  card  dimensions  vary  as  much  as  10  mm.  from  those  observed  by 
this  writer.  On  the  assumption  that  we  are  dealing  with  the  identical  essays  that  Brazer 
described  (he  calls  them  “unique”),  the  dimensions  observed  by  the  w’riter  are  incor- 
porated in  the  revised  list,  along  with  proposed  simplifications. 

Interestingly,  four  of  the  five  essays  omitted  from  Brazer’s  1941  volume  (but 
described  in  his  “Third  Addenda”  of  1943)  had  been  described  and  pictured  by  Max 
G.  Johl  in  his  1935  The  United  States  Postage  Stamps  of  the  20th  Century,  Vol.  3. 
How'ever,  as  neither  Johl  nor  Brazer  shows  the  cards  hearing  the  autographed  approvals, 
a photo  of  the  ic  on  card  is  reproduced  here.  It  is  QiE  in  the  revised  list.

The  three  essays  known  to  this  writer,  in  addition  to  the  25  recorded  by  Brazer,  are 
as  follows ; 


3c;  “RAILWAY  POSTAL  CLERK”.  A large  (110x80mm.)  carmine  engraved 
die  essay  of  the  preliminary  design  mounted  on  card,  showing  a contemporary  automobile 
mail  truck  hacked  up  to  the  door  of  a railway  mail  car  in  a tram  headed  by  a locomotive 
impatiently  belching  smoke.  On  the  card  in  exquisite  handwriting  is  the  pencilled  note, 
“Engraved  by  H.  L.  Charlton,  Bur.  of  Eng.  & Printing.  Eirst  one  engraved  but  can- 
celled:’ One  may  surmise  that  this  is  Charlton’s  own  handwriting.  Johl  (p.  148)  descri  es 
an  essay  of  this  design,  but  it  is  apparently  the  small  one,  Brazer  s Q3  — • ave 
seen  no  previous  record  of  this  large  essay. 


15c:  “COLLECTION  SERVICE”.  A small  (41x28  mm.)  ^'‘-^rmuie  engraved  die 
essay  showing  a uniformed  handler  carrying  parcels  between  ost  ce  . 
and  a mail  truck  parked  at  the  curb.  This  is  the  design  actually  used  for  this  value,  hut 
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in  the  finished  stamp  the  title  of  the  vignette  has  been  changed  to  “AUTOMOBILE 
SERVICE”,  in  keeping  with  the  Transportation  theme  of  the  middle  four  stamps  in 
the  issue.  I have  seen  no  previous  record  of  this  essay.  A photograph  of  it  is  reproduced 
here.  It  is  Q7E-A  in  the  revised  list.  Obviously,  this  essay  preceded  Brazer  s Q7E,  which 
is  a photograph  of  a w^ash  drawing  showing  that  the  word  “COLLEC 1 ION  has 
been  whited-out  and  “AUTOVIOBILE”  handprinted  over  it  in  black  ink. 


Q7E-A 

50c;  “DAIRYING”.  A large  carmine  engraved  die  essay  of  a preliminary  design 
mounted  on  card,  with  silo  and  barns  more  prominent  than  in  the  final  design.  The  format 
is  similar  to  the  large  3c  essay  described  above.  On  the  card  is  hand-printed  in  pencil, 
“ESSAY/DIFFERENT  BARN”.  Johl  (p.  159)  describes  an  essay  of  this  design,  but 
it  is  apparently  the  small  one,  Brazer’s  QioE-C.  I have  seen  no  previous  record  of  this 
large  essay. 


How  do  we  know  that  the  large  carmine  engraved  die  3c  and  50c  essays  just  described 
are  not  the  same  essays  discussed  by  Johl  in  1935?  If  they  were,  they  could  not  be 
called  “unrecorded”.  On  the  contrary,  a little  detective  work  makes  it  quite  clear  that 
Johl  was  referring  to  the  small  essays  which  Brazer  listed  in  1941  as  Q3E-A  and  QioE-C: 


There  are  several  links  in  the  chain  connecting  the  Brazer  essays  with  the  Johl 
essays.  I'he  first  link  is  found  in  George  B.  Sloane’s  column  of  October  4,  1941.'^  Here, 
Sloane  describes  carmine  engraved  die  essays  of  the  3c,  20c  and  50c  values  which  he 
attributes  to  the  collection  of  Frank  A.  Hollowbush.  Sloane’s  illustrations  show  the 
same  preliminary  designs  depicted  and  identified  by  Brazer  as  Q3E-A,  Q8E-A  and 
QioE-C.  All  three  essays  discussed  by  Sloane  must  have  been  about  the  same  size,  as 
he  does  not  mention  any  disparity.  Textual  similarities  between  Sloane’s  and  Brazer’s 
descriptions  indicate  that  both  writers  were  referring  to  the  identical  essays.  And  Brazer’s 
book,  published  in  December  1941.  gives  their  size  as  small  (37  \ 24  mm.  to  43x31  mm.).

How  do  the  Sloane-Brazer  3c  and  soc  essays  connect  with  those  described  by  Johl 
193s?  Tohl  knew  his  3c  and  50c  essays  well.  As  to  the  3c.  he  states  (footnote,  p.  148): 
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“The  die  had  been  engraved  for  the  first  design  of  this  value  and  a proof  taken.  When 
the  design  was  rejected  the  proof  became  an  essay.  Only  one  copy  is  known."  (Emphasis 
supplied.) 

As  to  his  50c  essay,  Johl  states  (p.  159)  that  four  plates  were  made  from  this  preliminary 
design  and  one  plate  actually  went  to  press.  He  says  further  that  all  the  copies  were 
destroyed  and  the  plates  cancelled,  hence  no  copies  exist  except  in  proof  form, 

“which  became  an  essay  when  the  new  design  was  issued.  Copy  in  the  author's  collection." 
(emphasis  supplied) 

It  thus  appears  that  these  essays  were  in  Johl’s  hands  when  he  wrote  about  them. 
The  next  link  in  the  chain  of  connection  to  the  Sloane-Brazer  essays  is  found  in  Sloane’s 
column  of  July  9,  1949-®  H ere,  he  deals  with  the  1913  essays  of  the  proposed  “large 

numeral”  Parcel  Post  stamps  which  were  never  issued  (Brazer  Q13E  through  Q19E). 

Sloane  states  that  a set  of  these  essays  is  in  the  Hollowbush  collection  (where  he  had 
located  the  small  3c  and  50c  essays  in  his  1941  column).  He  then  states: 

“This  set  went  through  my  hands  some  years  ago  in  the  sale  of  the  collection  of  Max 
G.  Johl.” 

H ere  is  our  clue!  Sure  enough,  the  Johl  auction  catalogue"  (prepared  by  Sloane)  for 
December  15  and  16,  1939,  includes  (lot  1008)  the  set  of  seven  die  proofs  of  the  large 

numeral  Parcel  Post  Stamps.  Johl,  Sloane  and  Brazer  agree  that  this  set  is  probably 

unique. 

Now  to  the  final  link;  Along  with  lot  1008  in  the  Johl  auction  are  other  Parcel 
Post  lots,  including 

“999* — Original  essay,  a die  proof,  first  intended  design  of  the  3c  stamp,  showing  mail  truck  backed 
up  to  railway  car,  in  carmine,  very  fine,  most  likely  unique” 


and 


”1004* — 50c  carmine,  original  essay,  a die  proof,  similar  to  adopted  design,  but  silo  and  barns 
prominently  placed  forward  in  the  scene,  very  fine,  very  likely  unique”. 

As  noted,  Johl’s  large  numeral  essays  (lot  1008)  were  in  the  Hollowbush  collection  when 
Sloane  described  them  in  1949,  some  ten  years  after  the  Johl  sale.  Hence,  it  is  more 
than  likely  that  the  small  3c  and  50c  essays  that  were  also  in  the  Hollowbush  collection 
when  Sloane  described  them  in  1941  ^re  the  same  essays  that  were  lots  999  1004  in 

the  Johl  sale  only  22  months  earlier.  Finally,  it  is  safe  to  presume  that  the  small  3c  and 
50c  essays  that  w^ere  lots  999  and  1004  in  the  1939  Jo^l  sale  are  the  same  3c  and  50c 
essays  which  Johl  described — and  obviously  had  in  hand  when  he  wrote  his  book  in  1935- 

This  would  establish  the  large  3c  and  50c  essays  described  in  this  article  as  “new” 
essays,  not  previously  recorded.  Therefore,  they  are  included  as  added  items  in  the 
revised  list,  along  with  the  15c  “COLLECTION  SERVICE  . 

The  whereabouts  of  26  of  the  28  listed  essays  is  known  to  the  writer.  Pursuit  of 
the  remaining  two  (or  could  there  be  more?)  raises  some  interesting  questions. 

One  of  the  “unlocated”  essays  is  the  small  carmine  die  engraving  of  a preliminary 
design  for  the  20c  “AEROPLANE  CARRYING  MAIL”  (Brazer’s  Q8E-A).  This 
essay  was  probably  not  in  Johl’s  hands  in  I935t  he  provides  only  a sketchy  description 
in  contrast  to  his  rather  proprietary  treatment  of  the  3c  and  50c  essays,  hurther,  Johl 
had  no  20c  essay  in  his  1939  sale. 

Unless  this  writer  has  missed  something,  the  philatelic  record  of  the  essaying  of 
the  20c  stamp  is  rather  mysterious.  Was  more  than  one  preliminary  design  essayed?

In  the  engraved  essay  Q8E-A,  as  Brazer  states  (p.  221),  the  aviator’s  head®  tilts 
forward,  and  one  leg  hangs  partly  over  the  leading  edge  of  the  biplane’s  lower  wing.  Each 
hand  grasps  a separate  vertical  control  lever.  “The  mail  bag,  ‘No.  i’,  is  at  his  right, 
while  another  sack  hangs  loosely  out  of  the  plane.”  Sloane’s  description  is  very  similar. 
A photograph  is  reproduced  here.** 


Q8E-A 

In  the  wash  drawing  final  design  essay  (Brazer’s  Q8E-B)  as  in  the  finished  stamp, 
the  aviator  sits  fairly  erect  with  both  feet  braced  against  a rudder  bar  just  in  front  of 
the  wing.  As  in  Q8E-A,  there  are  two  vertical  control  sticks.  A single  mail  pouch, 
marked  “No.  i”,  stands  upright  at  the  aviator’s  left. 

But  what  20c  essay  w*as  Johl  looking  at  in  1935?  He  then  wrote  (p.  157); 

“The  design  [of  the  finished  stanip]  is  slightly  different  from  the  essay  made  from  the  original  master 

die  . . . On  the  stamp  there  seems  to  be  an  object  of  some  kind,  next  to  the  driver  bearing  an  in- 

scription ‘No.  i’.  In  the  essay  the  jtumeral  had  not  been  placed  upon  the  design  and  by  dint  of 
some  imagination  and  the  aid  of  a magnifying  glass  we  are  able  to  assume  this  object  to  be  a bag 

of  mail  . . . the  pilot  ...  is  shown  sitting  out  in  the  open  with  his  hands  on  the  stick  and  his  feet 

on  the  rudder  bar.”  (emphasis  supplied) 

Evidently,  the  essay  thus  described  by  Johl  was  neither  Q8E-A  nor  Q8E-B.  Johl’s  de- 
scription is  inconsistent  w*ith  the  presence  of  “No.  i”  on  the  mail  pouch  and  the  position 
of  the  aviator’s  hands  in  both  Q8E-A  and  Q8E-B.  It  is  also  inconsistent  with  the  position 
of  the  aviator’s  feet  in  Q8E-A.  Further,  Johl  could  scarcely  have  been  looking  at  the 
engraved  essay  Q8E-A  because,  in  referring  to  the  differences  between  essay  and  finished 
stamp,  he  fails  to  mention  the  disappearance  of  the  floppy  mail  pouch  observed  hy 
Sloane  and  Brazer  in  Q8E-A,  and  he  takes  no  notice  of  the  relocation  of  the  upright 
pouch  from  the  aviator’s  right  to  his  left.  Surely,  all  these  changes  amount  to  more 
than  a “slight”  difference  between  essay  and  finished  stamp.  Thus,  the  existence  of  two 
different  engraved  preliminary  design  20c  essays  strongly  suggests  itself.  To  add  to  the 
confusion,  H.  L.  Wiley’s  1913  United  States  Parcel  Post  Stamps  (p.  4)  says,  “The 
first  design,  which  was  not  used,  showed  no  mail  sack.”  Clearly,  the  whole  story  of  the 
20c  design  has  yet  to  be  written.^** 

I'he  other  recorded  but  “unlocated”  essay  is  Brazer’s  Q12E-B,  a small  carmine  die 
engraving  of  the  final  design  of  the  $i  value  but  (according  to  Brazer)  without  the 
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background  sky  shading  which  appears  on  the  finished  stamp.  It  is  notable  that  no 
photograph  of  this  essay  appears  in  Johl,  Sloane  or  Brazer,  although  Johl  mentions  the 
essay  (p.  162).^^ 

If  any  reader  can  verify  the  existence  of  the  “unlocated”  20c  and  $i  essays  mentioned 
above,  or  of  any  additional  unrecorded  essays  of  this  issue, it  would  be  appreciated  if 
the  pertinent  information  were  furnished  to  the  editor  of  this  publication,  or  to  the 
writer  or  Mr.  Finkelburg,  for  inclusion  in  the  revision  of  Brazer’s  book.  Privacy  will 
be  respected  if  requested. 


NOTES  TO  THE  TEXT 

(1)  Serially,  commencing  with  Vol.  30,  No.  4 (Fall,  1973). 

(2)  The  25c  “MANUFACTURING”  essay  (Brazer’s  Q9E  was  approved  November  14,  1912.  An 
essay  of  the  same  design  had  been  approved  for  the  $i  value  October  22,  1912  (Brazer’s  Q12E-AB). 
The  same  design  appears  in  an  essay  for  the  50c  value  (Brazer’s  QioE-A)  bearing  the  purported 
date  February  21,  1912.  While  this  50c  essay  has  every  appearance  of  authenticity,  its  early  date 
raises  a question  since  the  Act  of  Congress  establishing  the  Parcel  Post  was  not  approved  until 
August  14,  1912.  Did  the  Post  Office  design  division  anticipate  the  law  by  almost  six  months?

“navigator”  (see  reference  in  text  following)  ; in  1935,  Johl  called  him  the  “driver”  and  the  “pilot”. 

(9)  The  “No.  i”  and  other  salient  details  of  this  preliminary  design  are  not  adequately  reproduced  in 
Sloane’s  and  Brazer’s  illustrations.  They  are  clearly  visible  In  the  photograph  reproduced  in  the 
text.  This  photo  is  almost  certainly  the  source  of  Sloane’s  and  Brazer’s  illustrations.  The  reverse 
bears  Sloane’s  identification  handstamp  and  a pencilled  attribution  to  “F.  A.  Hollowbush  collection”. 
Of  a group  of  20  photos  of  Parcel  Post  essays  examined  by  this  w'riter,  three  (and  only  three)  bear 
Sloane’s  backstamp.  The  other  two  Sloane  photos  depict  the  3c  and  50c  preliminary  designs  men- 
tioned above.  It  is  thus  quite  evident  that  the  20c  photo  “belongs”  with  the  3c  and  50c  photos — 
the  three  essays  being  treated  as  a group  in  Sloane’s  1941  column. 

(10)  Tradition  connects  the  20c  design  with  the  late  General  Henry  H.  (“Hap”)  Arnold.  It  is  au- 

thoritatively stated  that  he  was  the  aviator  in  the  photograph  (the  basis  for  the  design)  of  the 
plane  in  flight  over  College  Park,  Maryland  (Johl,  p.  157).  that  Airs.  Arnold  had  a copy 

of  the  photo.  Arnold,  a 1907  West  Point  graduate,  had  been  assigned  to  the  Aviation  Division  of 
the  Signal  Corps  in  1911.  (See  Alaryette  B.  Lane’s  letter  in  The  Collector  Club  Philatelist  of 

July,  1975,  p.  207,  and  editorial  comment.)  As  stated  above,  there  was  no  20c  essay  in  the  I939 

Johl  auction.  Evidently,  the  “unlocated”  carmine  engraved  essay  had  come  to  the  Hollowbush 

collection  by  1941  (when  Sloane  wrote  about  it)  from  a source  other  than  Johl,  and  departed 
its  companion  carmine  engraved  3c  and  50c  essays  before  they  came  to  the  attention  of  the  present 
writer  In  1968.

(12)  For  example,  Brazer’s  QiE  (see  photo  above)  bears  a note.  Changed  from  15c  . Was  this  design 

essayed  for  the  15c  value?  I have  seen  no  reference  to  such  an  essay.  Also,  there  seems  to  be 

no  philatelic  record  of  signed  approvals  (such  as  on  QiE)  of  photographic  essays  of  the  final  designs 
of  the  15c  and  $i  values.  W’ould  the  designs  have  been  sent  to  the  engraver  without  such  ap- 

provals? If  not,  where  are  they  now?

The  Heimiker  Heaton  Essay

(The  following  article  plus  the  engraving  for  the  illustrations  have  been  made  available 
to  us  without  charge  by  Mr.  Robson  Lowe,  the  author.  The  article  originally  appeared 
in  the  February,  1978  issue  of  The  Philatelist.) 


Recently  a caller  at  50  Pall  Mall  left  two  illuminated  addresses  inscribed  to  John 
Henniker  Heaton  which  commemorated  this  famous  postal  reformer’s  promotion 
of  Empire  Penny  Postage.  These  two  handsome  documents  are  among  the  finest 
examples  of  their  kind  that  we  have  seen  and  we  were  interested  to  learn  that  the  owner 
was  the  great  man’s  granddaughter. 

H eaton  was  born  in  Rochester  in  1848  and  was  only  sixteen  years  of  age  when  he 
went  to  Australia  and,  for  several  years,  he  lived  in  the  bush.  Later  he  joined  the  staff 
of  the  Mercury  newspaper  at  Paramatta  where,  at  the  age  of  twenty-one,  he  acted  as 
town  clerk  for  a short  period.  Subsequently  he  moved  to  Goulburn  where  he  edited 
another  paper.  The  Penny  Post,  and  then  went  on  to  Sydney  where  he  worked  for  the 
Australian  historian  and  newspaper  owner,  Samuel  Bennett,  whose  only  daughter  Rose, 
he  married  in  1873. 

In  1883  he  represented  New  South  Wales  as  commissioner  at  the  Amsterdam  exhibi- 
tion, and  two  years  later  represented  Tasmania  at  the  Berlin  International  Telegraphic 
Conference,  when  he  was  able  to  secure  substantial  reductions  in  the  cost  of  cables  to 
Australia,  whose  interests  he  so  consistenly  promoted  that  he  was  called  “the  member  for 
A ustralia” . 

From  1884  he  made  his  home  in  London  and  became  the  Conservative  member  of 
Parliament  for  Canterbury  in  the  following  year,  holding  the  seat  until  1910.  From  the 
time  he  returned  to  England  he  was  a leader  of  postal  reform  and  it  was  in  1886  he 
moved  a resolution  in  the  House  of  Commons  recommending  Universal  Penny  Postage. 
This  resolution  was  defeated  on  the  grounds  of  cost  but  in  1890  he  succeeded  in  securing 
a reduction  in  international  postage  from  sixpence  to  twopence  half-penny.  It  was  entirely 
owing  to  his  work  that  the  cost  of  cabling  was  greatlv  reduced  and  that  Imperial  Penny 
Postage,  with  the  exception  of  Australia,  came  into  force  on  Christmas  Day  1898,  com- 
memorated among  stamp  collectors  by  the  famous  2 cent  map  stamp  of  Canada  issued 
on  6th  December  1898  and  the  id.  Universal  in  New  Zealand  on  ist  January  1901. 

(fn  ist  April  1905  Imperial  Penny  Postage  from  England  to  Australia  had  been 
introduced  and  fifteen  Australian  and  New  Zealand  banks  In  London  presented  Henniker 
Heaton  with  an  address  which  recorded  their  appreciation  of  “the  value  to  the  Australian 
trade  of  the  exertions  long  made  by  Mr.  J.  Henniker  Heaton  M.P.  and  note  happily 
successful  for  the  extension  of  the  Imperial  Penny  Postage  to  the  Island  Continent” . 

On  1st  .May  1911.  the  first  of  the  two  illuminated  addresses  which  are  now  being 
sold  was  presented  in  London.  This  repeated  the  190S  address  and  recorded  that  tills 
reductioti  in  postage  would  be  followeil  by  reciprocal  action  by  Australia  and  the  con- 
gratulations concluded  Mith  the  words  “noiv  we  are  receiving  penny  letters  from  .lu- 
stralia” . A sixteenth  bank  subscribed  for  this  memento  above  which  appeared  a large 
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address 


drawing  of  a proposed  British  Empire  omnibus  issue  w'ith  one  of  the  Downey  photographic 
portraits  of  King  George  V in  the  centre.  The  name  AUSTRALIA  appeared  in  the  lower 
label  of  the  design  and  could  obviously  have  been  changed  for  that  of  any  part  of  the 
Empire. 

This  document  was  produced  by  Waterlows  and  it  would  appear  certain  that  the  de- 
sign was  either  theirs  or  that  of  Henniker  Heaton.  Subsequently,  stamp-size  essays 
were  made  in  green  and  in  red  and  it  is  probable  that  a supply  was  printed  and  taken 
by  Henniker  Heaton  to  Australia  when  he  revisited  the  Commonwealth  in  1911. 

It  was  while  he  was  there  that  a baronetcy  was  conferred  on  him  and  on  20th 
February  1912  the  illuminated  address,  which  is  the  second  of  the  two  documents  being 
sold,  was  presented  to  him  in  Sydney  in  the  name  of  the  Governor  General,  the  Prime 
Ministers  of  both  Australia  and  New  Zealand,*  the  Premiers  of  all  the  States  and  other 
public  figures.  The  address  read 

We,  the  undersigned  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth,  desire  to  express  to  you  our  sincere 
congratulations  for  the  long,  arduous  and  heroic  fight  you  have  made  for  Imperial  Penny  Postage 
throughout  the  Empire. 

From  your  first  speech  in  the  P.ritish  Parliament  in  i886  till  the  adoption  of  Penny  Postage 
in  the  Commonwealth  last  year,  you  have  never  failed  or  flagged  in  your  unselfish  devotion  to  this 
great  principle. 

You  have  had  to  fight  against  vested  interests,  prejudices  and  apathy,  and  have  often  stood 
almost  alone,  but  no\','  having  triumphed,  vvc  thank  you  for  your  magnificent  work. 

Your  name  will  be  associated  with  our  postal  system  in  the  future  along  with  that  of  Sir 
Rowland  Hill,  and  it  will  shine  even  more  brightly  as  the  generations  of  men  come  and  go.

As  will  be  seen  there  are  eight  copies  of  the  printed  essay,  six  in  green  and  two  in 
red.  One  wonders  what  happened  to  the  other  copies,  if  any,  for  we  have  been  unable 
to  find  any  record  of  these  essays  in  any  work  published  on  the  subject. 

On  h is  return  to  England,  Sir  John  was  given  a public  welcome  at  the  Guildhall  spon- 
sored by  the  British  Empire  League  and  under  the  presidency  of  Earl  Curzon.  He  was  in 
Carsbad  when  war  broke  out  in  August  1914  and  on  his  journey  home  was  taken  ill  and 
died  in  Geneva  on  8th  September.  Within  a short  time,  penny  postage  disappeared  for 
ever. 

Those  who  knew  him  wrote  of  his  charm  and  vital  personality,  his  power  to  arouse 
enthusiasm  among  others  in  the  causes  in  which  he  believed  and  his  genuis  for  friendship.

A Essay  Explained 

with  the  help  of  GEORGE  W.  BRETT 

IN  Journal  No.  136,  page  149,  we  described  and  illustrated  a highly  unusual  essay 
for  a coinage-type  stamped  envelope  design.  That  design,  you  will  recall,  imitated 
the  silver  three-cent  coins  of  1851-1873.  The  closing  paragraph  of  our  article  asked 
for  someone — and  hinted  broadly  at  George  W.  Brett — to  explain  the  way  the  gold  die 
essay  on  coated  card  was  produced.  Fortunately,  Mr.  Brett  has  responded  in  his  usual 
thorough  way.

“All  the  description  that  you  give  doesn’t  tell  me  how  it  was  printed,  which  is  the 
important  thing — that  is,  which  process — and  certainly  I can  tell  little  from  a screened 
photograph  that  is  three  times  removed  from  the  original.  Still,  I can  see  that  it  is  not 
a very  good  print,  as  to  detail,  and  very  simply  it  is  not  hard  to  take  a print  of  a coin. 

“For  the  example  here,  one  of  the  simplest  ways  would  be  to  just  take  two  coins, 
ink  up  one  side  on  one  and  the  other  side  on  the  other — you  wouldn’t  have  to  be  fussv, 
painting  or  rolling  it  on;  polish  off  the  surface  a bit  so  that  it  isn’t  solidly  covered  as  on 
an  engraved  plate;  lay  a card  or  piece  of  paper  on  top  of  it;  and  then  roll  something 
over  it  or  press  something  down  on  it,  and  voila,  there  is  your  print. 

“You  have  to  be  reasonably  careful  not  to  smear  your  work  but  it’s  not  a difficult 
thing.  And  of  course  I’m  assuming  here  that  the  original  is  the  same  size  as  the  actual 
size.”  (It  is.  BRM)

Current  Essay-Proof  Literature 

(Because  of  our  quarterly  publication  schedule  and  the  delays  in  delivery  of  overseas  journals,  for  the 
purpose  of  these  brief  synopses,  the  word  “current”  is  defined  as  within  this  and  the  immediately  past  year.) 


The  London  Philatelist,  Nov. -Dec.  1977 — This  special  issue  describing  the  Silver 
Jubilee  Exhibition  held  at  the  Royal  Philatelic  Society  Sept.  22-24,  1977  contains  word 
descriptions  and  illustrations  of  essays  for  the  1953  Coronation  issue  of  Great  Britain, 
the  1972  Silver  Wedding  issue,  and  various  colonial  design  essays.  Also  Australian 
Kangaroo  color  essays  and  Ceylon  die  proofs. 

The  Philatelic  Bulletin  of  Australia  Post,  Sept.  1977 — This  Lavish  quarterly  govern- 
ment publication  frequently  includes  material  of  specific  essay-proof  interest.  The 
September  1977  issue  has  the  first  part  of  a study  of  specimen  stamps,  1913-28,  as  well  as 
an  extremely  useful,  color  illustrated  explanation  of  the  photogravure  printing  process. 

The  Canadian  Paper  Money  Journal,  Jan.  1978 — In  this  quarterly  journal  of  the 
Canadian  Paper  Money  Society  appears  a four-page  illustrated  article  entitled  “Unknow 
Canadian  Paper  Money  Discovery”.  It  describes  proofs  plus  essays  for  a proposed  but 
never  issued  series  of  Dominion  notes  found  at  Ottawa  in  the  Parliament  Buildings. 
Three  of  the  essays  were  produced  by  Canada  Bank  Note  Engraving  and  Printing  Co. 
Ltd.,  with  the  other  two  by  American  Bank  Note  Co.,  Ottawa.  All  of  this  material  is 
now  in  the  National  Currency  Collection  of  the  Bank  of  Canada,  Ottawa. 

French  Colonial  Design  Development 

Of  great  interest  to  essay-proof  specialists  is  Bob  Stone’s  study  of  the  “Alphee  Dubois 
issue”  of  the  French  Colonies,  1881-1891,  begun  in  Collectors  Club  Philatelist,  September 
1977.  Subtitled  “the  evolution  of  a stamp  and  its  use”,  it  illustrates  the  artist’s  original 
sketch  of  the  design  often  known  as  the  “Commerce”  type  (Scott’s  A9).  Also  shown  in 
the  I2p2-page  article  is  the  J.  Chaplain  essay  for  the  colonies,  postal  stationery  proofs 
and  specimens.  The  first  installment  is  continued  into  the  November  1977  CCP  for  five 
more  pages.

Kenneth  Alinuse  announced  his  retirement  as  Secretary  of  I'he  Essay-Proof  Society 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  on  December  15,  1977.  He  had  been  our 
Secretary  for  seventeen  years — an  unprecedented  span  of  service  in  a post  that  anyone 
familiar  with  philatelic  organizations  will  know  to  be  a demanding  one. 

Born  in  Portchester,  and  of  an  old  New  York  family,  Ken  M inuse  became  a syndicate 
manager  with  Lee,  Higginson  & Co.  after  serving  in  the  cavalry  during  World  War  I. 
He  had  as  his  chief  philatelic  interest  the  stamps  of  British  North  America.  For  many 
years  Ken  Minuse  was  chairman  of  the  Journal’s  catalogue  committee,  an  effort  which 
culminated  in  the  publication  in  1970  of  the  prize-winning  handbook,  The  Essays  and 
Proofs  of  British  North  America,  which  he  edited  together  with  Robert  Pratt. 

Ken  Minuse  has  said  that  he  is  retired  from  active  collecting  although  he  still  re- 
mains a member  of  many  clubs,  the  BNAPS,  the  APS,  and  the  Collectors  Club  among 
them.  His  many  friends  in  the  Society  join  in  extending  a vote  of  thanks  and  gratitude 
for  h is  great  work  in  the  interest  of  our  Society.

Multicolor  Currency  Essay? 


Reported  by  BARBARA  R.  MUELLER 
Explained  by  GEORGE  W.  BRETT 

SOME  indeterminate  time  ago  in  the  dim  past  of  my  collecting  career,  I acquired 
at  auction  an  intriguing  bit  of  colored  paper  which  the  auctioneer  touted  as  a 
Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  multicolor  essay,  circa  1875,  geometric  designs 
apparently  intended  for  currency.  Recently  it  surfaced  again  and  became  the  topic  of 
conversation  between  George  Brett  and  myself.  Here  is  his  analysis  (and  photographs) 
of  it. 


BRM 

“This  ‘essay’  consists  of  a piece  of  w'hite  paper  with  a printed  design  on  it,  roughly 
cut  to  shape.  There  are  black  ink  initials  at  the  side  but  they  mean  nothing  to  me.  I'here 
is  also  at  the  top  in  black  ink  “i  impression”,  which  presumably  means  that  the  multi- 
color print  below  was  made  in  one  impression.  Beyond  this  there  is  an  air  of  age  about 
the  piece  and  the  general  impression  would  confirm  19th  century  origin. 

“Actually  the  print  was  made  in  two  impressions.  First  the  tootheil  border,  and 
then  the  multicolor,  blended  center.  The  border  ‘circle’  is  a bit  of  a problem  as  to  how 
it  was  done,  as  very  little  pressure  was  applied  in  the  taking  and  it  is  a question  whether 
it  was  by  stone  lithography  or  by  letterpress.  There  are  many  ‘breaks’  in  the  inking  of 
the  print  from  the  uneven  surface  of  the  paper  but  there  are  enough  edge  effects  at  the 
outer  limits  to  suggest  letterpress.  Still,  the  print  appears  more  like  a litho  and  that 
would  be  my  preliminary  decision.  T'here  is  some  slight  embossing  and  even  a little  setoff 
for  tbe  outer  portion.  The  paper  is  thin  but  not  soft. 
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Photograph  2 of  the  essay,  emphasizing  the  soft  quality  of 
the  center  impression  and  fading  out  the  border. 

“The  central,  multicolor  impression  is  clearly  by  letterpress,  that  is  from  a relief 
setup  of  some  kind.”

For  the  record,  the  colors  involved  are:  rose-red  toothed  border;  concentric  circles 
of  (from  inside  out)  green,  orange,  magenta  and  blue;  colorless  star. 

Because  the  design  “looks”  like  a currency  counter  or  similar  device,  it  has  been 
assumed  to  be  a currency  essay.  Can  anyone  give  proof  or  evidence  to  the  contrary? 


Deaths  in  Security  Printing  Firms 

Ernest  A.  Kehr  has  noted  the  passing  of  two  people  prominent  in  European  security 
printing  circles  early  in  1978.  Joh.  Enschede,  famous  Dutch  bank  note  printers,  reports 
the  death,  on  January  24,  of  Boudewijn  Franciscus  Enschede,  at  the  age  of  84.  He  had 
dedicated  his  whole  life  to  the  business  and  even  after  his  retirement  he  kept  a close 
interest.  It  was  mainly  due  to  his  foresight  and  wisdom  that  the  firm  owed  its  expansion 
after  World  War  II. 

Also  claimed  by  death,  on  February  4,  was  IMrs.  Germain  Essig-Courvoisier,  Ji  year 
old  widow  of  Guido  Essig,  who  founded  the  Helio  division  of  Courvoisier,  SA,  and  led 
it  to  become  one  of  the  foremost  roto-photogravure  stamp  printers  today.

They  are  seeking  information 
to  help  fit  another  piece  of  a puzzle  togeth- 
er. The  purpose  of  the  Q&A  Corner  is 
to  provide  a forum  vvdiere  they  can  ask  a 
question  in  the  hope  that  other  readers 
might  have  an  answer. 

I have  not  had  any  need  to  “manu- 
facture” questions  for  this  column  and,  as 
evidenced  by  the  low  success  rate  in  get- 
ting answers,  have  not  done  too  well  in 
providing  answers.  If  I had  answers 
“stored  away”  for  the  questions  asked,  the 
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success  rate  certainly  would  be  a lot  bet- 
ter ! 

As  long  as  I’m  on  the  soapbox,  I will 
state  right  now  that  if  I have  no  input 
for  the  Q&A  Corner,  I will  not  “manu- 
facture” questions  and  answ^ers.  Rather, 
it  w’ill  simply  be  allowed  to  “die  a quiet 
death.”

(Note:  NASCA’s  huge  sale  of  syngraphic  material  called  “The  New  England 
Collection”  has  been  well  reported  in  the  general  hobby  press.  It  consisted  not  only 
of  the  New  England  obsolete  currency  collection  of  Q.  David  Bowers  but  also  of 
specialized  units  of  $3  bills.  Mormon  currency,  Alabama  currency  and  fiscal  papers, 
world  and  Canadian  currency,  colonial  currency.  Confederate  and  Southern  States 
currency  and  bonds,  Minnesota  regular  issue  and  proof  notes,  and  U.  S.  small-size 
notes.  Of  special  interest  to  readers  of  Dr.  Glenn  Jackson’s  articles  on  engraved 
vignettes  in  this  Journal  was  the  group  of  die  proofs  of  security  vignettes.  De- 
scriptions of  this  large  segment  of  the  sale  taken  from  the  auctioneer’s  catalog, 
courtesy  of  Herb  Melnick,  as  well  as  prices  realized  are  given  here  to  guide  col- 
lectors in  the  relative  market  values  of  this  sort  of  material.) 

DIE  PROOFS 

Die  Proofs  of  vignettes  which  were  used  on  banknotes,  checks,  U.S.  paper 
money  and  other  fiscal  papers  are  rare.  Those  die  proofs  issued  from  the  Bureau 
of  Engraving  & Printing  generally  were  placed  in  presentation  albums  issued  to 
high  ranking  officers  and  other  dignitaries.  The  banknote  companies,  on  the  other 
hand,  issued  such  proofs  either  to  bank  officers  for  review  and  approval  or  the 
same  were  placed  in  sample  books  for  the  salesmen  of  the  banknote  companies  to 
show  to  prospective  customers.  Groups  of  banknote  die  proofs  usually  come  from 
the  estates  of  the  engravers,  salesmen  or  public  officers  to  whom  they  were  pre- 
sented, Occasionally,  where  a banknote  company  has  become  extinct,  or  has  dis- 
posed of  its  surplus  trash  paper  rather  carelessely,  some  proofs  have  turned  up 
on  the  market.  It  is  customary  for  die  proofs  to  be  printed  on  India  (thin)  paper 
and  then  mounted  on  a thick  cardboard  paper.  Occasionally,  such  notes  are  found 
disengaged  from  the  card.  On  other  occasions,  proof  notes  have  been  cut  up  and 
the  pieces  of  vignettes  pasted  to  other  cards  other  than  those  on  which  they  were 
printed.

Mr.  Barie’s  data  will  make 
it  possible  to  trace  some  of  the  fantasy  material’s  sale  at  auction  and  set  the  record 
straight.  In  these  days  of  booming  philatelic  markets,  when  almost  anything  that  re- 
sembles an  essay  or  proof  will  sell  for  a substantial  price,  it  is  extremely  important 
that  the  true  nature  of  the  purported  essay  drawings  be  established,  even  though  experi- 
enced collectors  may  be  bored  by  tabulations  of  what  they  consider  “junk”.
